Some small 
boys who were building a raft also 
noticed the man yesterday and iden­ 
tified the dead man found this morning 
as the one on the beach yesterday. 
Under some bushes where the man had 
been sleeping yesterday was found a 
druggist’s envelope labeled “ Poison” 
morphine. The envelope came from 
the drug store «f M. M. Myers. South 
Bend, Ind , and wus empty when found. 


The body was brought to St. Joseph 
and P. Weekler. the undertaker, pre­ 
pared 
it for burial. 
He was well 
dressed and his collar and shirt lapel 
bore the initials o f R . N. 


Several people of St. Joseph remem­ 
ber seeing the man but noue know his 
name.

to th e case the comm issioner says it 
is clear from the language used th a t the 
exem ptions m ade are not intended to 
apply to life Insurance companies, a l­ 
though organized and conducted on the 
m u tu a l plan, unless such companies are 
fratern al,” “beneficiary,” or “purely 
local” In their character. 
In the cas^ 
of the particular com pany under con­ 
sideration it is sta le d th a t it is p u rrly 
co-operativo or m utual; issues no stock 
and has no stock'no.dcrs .nnd all of the 
profits or s u ip ’us assets go to its m e m ­ 
bers in the w ay of dividends, reductions 
of i)renilums, or additions to i o loies in 
case of death. 


In this connection the commissioner 
In his letter says: “ The term ‘fruternaV

grade. The powder is al.so of cheap and 
inferior quality, which probably ac- 
,couutsfor so many “ sizzers” iu every 
pack. 


Most of tbe flrecrackers are made by 
women and children at their homes, and 
rapid workers are able to earn from 5 
to 7 cents per day. 
An expert can earn 
10 cents, while a novice receives only 
his board for the first four years. 
The 
wages paid in this trade are about the 
sanie as those paid the common laborer. 


Besides being unhealthy, tho work of 
making firecrackers is more or less dan­ 
gerous, yet tho hours of labor are from 
d a. HI. to 11 p. in. seven days in tbe 
week.

Submarine cables are usually imbed­ 
ded in the slimy body of the ocean, but 
at certain points they hang like wire 
bridges over deep submarine valleys, 
so that whales and other large inhabi­ 
tants of the deep may become danger­ 
ous to the cable. 
Once in a while it 
Is the cable that becomes dangerous 
to the whales, as recently shown in an 
accident to the Western Brazilian line. 
There was some difticulty wMth the 
wire, and after many futile efforts the 
seat of the trouble was discovered sev­ 
enty-six miles north of Santa Cathar- 
ina. 
The cable ship V'iking w'as sent 
to repair the damage, and began to 
take up the wire. 
After the cable 
proper had been grappled and 
w’as 
wound to the 
surface of the large 
drums provided for the purpose it was 
found that it floated very much easier 
and w'as more buoyant than is usually 
the case. 
The reason w’as discovered 
W'hen in a loop of thé cable the carcass 
of a w'hale of more than sixty feet In 
length came into view. 
It appears that 
the whale had become caught under the 
cable, and, not being able to lift it 
nor go forward nor back, it became 
suffocated. 
By its last spasms or at­ 
tempts to free itself the w'hale had 
damaged the cable so that the insula* 
tion W’as rubbed off and the wire be­ 
came useless.
